96 TEAHS were first on to the very 
small sta^e at this club which Is normally a dleco(!)«Wlth two sets of amps ect. there was 
virtually no room for the bands to move about althoug^h Dom(voc 8 /guitar) did manage an 
occassional leap Into tlfce air*The sound was polished although obviously lacking rehearsal 
at times.They started the set with MIDNIGHT HOUR which was fast and powerfull with a pou¬ 
nding lead riff .HOLD ON 1*1 COMING was also fast and powerfull. The next number,TWIST AND 
SHOUT was the best in their 40 minute set.Again it was fast and in MY opinion was better 
than either the original or the MO- DETTSS verslon.Two Instramentals were inclu^ded ; 
NERVOUS DANCMi their own composition, and JOE 90 ,which could well be Adajn*s tunel!!!!!! 
Tne set ended with their version of the SPIDERMAN theme, which as Dom said"lf you watch 
the right T.V.shows you*ll know the words" It does for Splderman what the DICKIES did for 
BANilNNA SPLITS!!This coiad well bonst Saturday morning viewing andsales of Marvel^c^icsl! 
The crowd of under 100 responded quite well but roost of them had obviously come to/fTHE 
WELL ENDOWED. 

T.W.B.were playing 3 nights at Cleo*s as a farewell for bassist and vocalist ANDY PHFI’CE 
Tlisir hour long set was played with cohesion and was obviously very well rehearsed.The set 
was enjoyable but rather monotones las most of the songs sounded to be greatly influenced

later wrote to a London address, sending some questions. Here is tlie result of that written 

interview,or at least the, first part of it*.* 

BARRICADE. How did you get together? 

JOHNNY WARMAN.I had just acq,ulred management after working with Vic Smlth(producer) and we 
all decided that I should work.I had vorked with Paul Martinez,the bass 
player,before so on ihoning him and finding him available I recruited him 
into the band.We woriced with adrummer ,who pulled out 3 days before we were 
to do some warm up dates with the Vapors.We got in touch with Rod Johnson 
, and he came in at short notice.We did the warm up dates and then the tour 
which worked out verjr, well for us.Go all in all up until now the band has 
been going for about 4 months* 

BARRICADE. IHiat are your backgrounds? 

W* I turned professional 2 years ago and joined Ringo Starr's label.I recorded 
1 single and an album which was released in Germany under my own name.Raxil 
has been in various bands; STRETCH., PAS IE, ASHTON, AND LORD and alsA JOHN OTWAY 
Rod was til# drummer in various bands more notably STRAIGHT EIGHT and BRUCE 
WOOLEY. 

BARRICADE.How did you get the tour with the Vapors? 

JOHNNY W.As Iwork with Vic Smith, who produces the. Jam,I have become great friends with 
then, especially Brace so Cn inquiring about the availability of a support band 
Vic suggested that I do it* 

BARRICADE.How did you go down on the tour? 

JOHNNY W.Wherever there was a large audience we went down very well but on smaller gigs 
where there was hardly anybody then the reaction was not so good* 

BARRICADE.V/hat are your plans for the future? 

JOHNNY W. The plans for the coming months are release of the single on the ROCKET label 
No.miES 40 thats released on the I 5 August .We hope to do a small 15 date tour 
with a band in September.! hope to record an album in October for release in 
January 1981* 

BAItRICADE.What is the message in the single, 'Automatic Kids'? 

JOHHNT V. The message in 'Automatic Kida'ie quite a strong comment on todays unemployment 
Situation and also how most kids refuse to be treated like battery hens!I don't 
hope to change the world and could never really expect to.I just hope thA kids 
like my music and hop# to become a longterm act* __

first Kig in PLTOOOTH was a bit boring for most of the crowd of under 200(l thl^f.This was 
their first gig in Britain after a few dates on the continent . They returned 
by pub at al)Out 10«45 and hit the stage at about llp.m., after Zoot had munched a bigger!., 
mieir set was total chaos but really good fun and very entertainit^.^eir ^sic teok most 
people by surprise and got little/MliT the majority except for lOH HAHKI!!??!! .They 
stumbled through a set including COLOTOKD MDSIC.... TWO TIME SALLT .. .GPOTIBG BEATEN BP.... 
LIVIUG IS A WASTE OF TIME...BOYFRIENDS and the inevitably TOM HARK.All the old mistakes and 
total cock ups were there ,but who cares (?) they just laughed and started again!IThey got 
two encores ,the second being a revest spot ...Johnny "What d'ya went?" ..the reply fiom / 
theknowlffldgeable few "Jilly..Jilly" ....Johnny "Can't play it 'cos we're too p»lised.We can't 
remember it anyway" Agreat gig even if not very tight! A band well worth seeing; if only for J

¥LTRAVOX.C£r®a BALLROOMJB’HAMrj^^ Cedar Club has become the major club venue Inthe oecond 
city ainde the closure of BAB-BEliPJLLA*S.lt Is no-where near as big as Barbs,with a capacity 
of 4-500 I suppose ,which meant that hundreds were shut of the club,that was packed solid 
Ultravtoc came on at 11:30 and started an excellant set with no chat to the expectarit crowd 
During the first few songs there a few shouts of "pop star",among others(l) directed at 
MIBGE URE, but he soon shut them up with some rather blunt directions as to where to go!! 

The set consisted almost entirely of material lErom YIEIRJA except for a few old sorigs,. 
suchas SIROSHIKA MON AMORE, QUIKT MEN and SLOW MOTION. They finished with their chart hit 
SLEEPWAM, which as with the rest of the set went down very well although the oldies 
went down best .The lighting was stunning and really added to the.The only bad points were 
the volume,which was too high for such a small venue? a song on which WARREN GANN DID THE 
vocals which were totally inaudable.

debut a^um*lDY* They got two encores and could have had more but didnt come back. leant 
to see them play Plymouth again.

an introduction to rudi

"It all started the night I went down to the Found to hear a couple of our local new wave 
bands.The streets of Belfast were dark,damp,and deserted,and the light coming from the 
Pound club was a welcome sight. The club was packed to the door with kids who looked half 
ray age and I felt a bit out of place as I ordered a pint from the bar. FTIPI hit the stage ; 
firsi and the crowd went wild. I felt I was back in the sixties again,when Belfast had 
a lot of clubs and a lot of good bands. The crowd pogoed frantically to songs such as 
"Cops"" 96 Tear s"."Big Time","Time to be proud"and a host of others..! really enjoyed 

myself unaware that the night was to change the rest of ray life." 

"After the band had completed their set we discussed the possibility of their making a 
record and a few days later we all met in the shop,."GOOD VIBRATIONS" had been born*..." 

"Shortly after this the band recorded the 'classic* Big Time which sells more copies 
today than at any time in the past*..Then came the bands' first and most costly mistake, 
a move to London,..(hopelessly naive)..This proved to be a very unproductive period for 
RUDI although an eye-opener to the ins and outs of the music business, " 


"If months after leaving Belfast the boys returned home to a rapturous reception from 
loyal fans and have I'etained their home-town as a working base ever since. This has 
proved to be a more satisfactory arrangement and the band have gone from strength to 
strength,,**

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Here is some more info on RtTDI extracted from a letter from BRIAR YOlJIKr, 

We first formed in late 75 - we w«re all about 14 + I’d just seen TJIGX in Bougla© iOM and 
decided to leam ^itar.Grahain and Ronnie were mates at school amlwith a couple of other 
fellas we just messed about - playing (very bad)versions of ouxlikrtist»s songs - mainly 

T. REX/SLADE/BOWIE/REED/YELVETS/N.Y.DOLLS etc. 4 - what we thought would go down well - 
included B.C.R shang a lang!!! Anyway by the first tim* we ever got t4 playing in public 
we had already gone through a couple of line ups!Our first gig was in someones front room 
at a party,with 5 of us plugged thru one tiny amp(the mic went through it too!)We were 
abysmal but thought we were great I The "audience” was our mates - paralytic - they thought 
we weren't bad either. 

Then Graham played bass,Ronnie Sn I played guitar ~ later on the drummer left to become a 
fireman,Graham switched to drums and we got another m^ite to play bass - Stewarty.By this 
time (late 76 )we had begun to play about a bit - as nowhere would let us play - we used 
to hire hotels/disoos etc. + print our own tickets,publicity etc. 

Also by now we had begun to write our own material - usually fast noisy -f preoccupied with 
alcohol etc.All of the THEN established bands hated us / or hadn't even heard of us + 
nowhere would let us play - hut luckly by putting on our own dates we usually brought our 
own crowd - with nowhere else to go people had to see us *¥e usually made enough to 
cover our costs - hire of the hall,equipment,?.A. etc. tickets f also made enough to re-book 
places and also a few quid each.When, the first of the new english bands emerged in 7^/77 
we at last felt some sort of indetlficatlon/kinship~ at last bands ,that played their own 
stuff and loved the Dolls etc. and hated the old music/ bands etc. 

We cdntinued ti develope as other bands began to spring up in Belfast in the wake of the 

U. K.explosion; at last Belfast began to become more fun to live in.As all the bands played 
around audiences grew + so did the number of new bands/venues etc.In Dec. 77 Stewarty left 
due to ill health - at 17 he had cancer and didnt have long to live (he's still going strong 
though I) 

We put an ad in alocal record shop for a" talented young pretty bass plajrer/no hippies" 
and Gordy rang - he was the only one who rang and he got the job! (he was also an excellent 
bass player too which helped!) - he learned our whole set in a couple of nights for an 
Xmas gig! 

in jan 1978 we played the Pound - a breakthough - at last a"real" venue that would book 
UG - it was panamoniiua - the place wdnt wild and was wrecked - we were banned ~ but it 
was great! 

In the audience was Terri Hooley (unknown to us) had just open a new record shop which 
had become a meeting place for bands/fanzine writers etc. A.U, fanzine had asked us to 
do a flexl of "COPS" to give away witli the mag. like ATV did with Love Lies Limp in 
S.G l^.Becuase nowhere in Ireland does flexis we found it was as cheap to do a "real" 
single.Terri offered us financial aid + we i*^ent in and recorded BIG TIAIE/RUMBER ONE.,., 

](long since consigned to obscurity) in a couple of hours. 

Eventually came out and td oia* pleasure it sold very well. As it v/as a success Terri 
decided to continue as a label and we decided to go London..... to seek fame and fortune 
It wasn't a wise "business" move but it was great fun IEventually after some trouble 
with the police we headed for home in dec JQ* By then Overcome by fun^es had appeared on 
Battle of the Bands E.P. and was followed by I-Spy E.P. in 79 -* all were very successful 
-During 79 we played an aweful lot 4 did lots of things - SHELLSHOCK ROCK etc. until late 
summer.Thinking we were getting a bit stale we reverted to a 5 piece.Since,Gordy has 
played with the IDS, and the OUTCASTS and is now in the process of forming hie own group 
After intensive rehersing we retimied in jan 1980 playing lots of live dates ~ doing 
SOMETHING ELSE - radio sessions and eventually in aprll 80 a Mike Read session - 1 - a 
"N.E," tour, centred around Darlington,We had such a good time that we're going back in 
the next few months to do a "nationwide" tour. 

We have now left Good Vibrations ~ at the moment we fare organising a publishing deal 
and will be releasing asingle soon(very soon we hope!) 

Thus at the moment we feel we are at oxir best(modest!;and if all goes according to plan 
we should have conquered the northern hemesphere by late ^ec!!! 

All our records sound s-h-l-'t - no power - they ju^t don't sound like we do live - the 

Mike Read tape is probably closest to cur live sound.t.. it's how we usually soiuid. 

Belfast has now lots of excellent new bands.DEFECTS/A.G.M.E./URGE/ WEAT BLANECET/EX 

PRCHJUCERS/TRADEMAIiK -f- many many more 

Our influences are/were mostly T.REX/ BOWIE/ D0LI,S/ SUDE/ V, UNDERGI?0UND /GLITFER/SWEEr 
etc,hut obviously we all have ouir own favourites since,Generally I like nearly all the 
early bands(evem London S,Studs etc)I love early rock-'n roll/ rockabilly,esx^ecially 
Eddie Cochran/+the Shangrilas! )l still love the CI.iASH, 999 , CHELSM,GEN .X for all my sins 
At the moment I'm working as a postman to supplement my non exsistaut income and to pay 
for new gear etc,Ronnie works as a pai't time joiner and Graham doesn't work at all (sacked 

too often for not turning up in the mornings!).Their influences are vaguely the same but 
I rot.ll-iy' tsrwaok' ■f'n'r
